Only  five  cases  of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever 
were  notified  during  the  year  and  no  complications  were 
reported.  Immunisation  against  infectious  disease  is 
becoming  more  and  more  effective,  so  that  the  incidence 
remains  low  but,  unfortunately,  the  Measles  vaccine  is 
not  yet  available  for  general  use. 

Housing. 


Generally,  throughout  the  district,  the  housing 
position  is  fairly  satisfactory,  the  only  serious  problem 
is  the  need  for  additional  housing  for  the  employees  at 
the  site  for  the  Power  Station,  but  the  site  at  Hundleton 
is  available  for  housing  development. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their 
continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to  include  in 
this  ray  thanks  to  my  olerk  for  all  her  help.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  was  only  one  infant  death  last  year;  this 
was  of  a premature  baby  weighing  21b.4ozs.  at  birth  and 
who  died  at  16  hours  from  atelectasis  pulmonum. 

DEATHS. (General) 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  shows  little 
change  from  last  year  and  is  still  lower  than  the  county 
and  national  rates.  Heart  disease  accounted  for  16  deaths 
and  there  were  11  deaths  from  malignant  disease.  Of  this 
latter  figure,  4 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  all  males, 
two  of  whom  are  known  to  have  been  fairly  heavy  cigarette 
smokers. 


Approximately  34$  of  the  total  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  35.6$  in 
persons  aged  over  80  years.

Stackpole  Village  - Although  this  scheme  was 
virtually  completed,  there  were  certain  works  outstanding, 
including  the  testing  of  sewers,  manholes,  etc., 

Broadfield  and  Twycross  - The  greater  portion  of 
this  scheme  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  it 
was  hoped  that  the  scheme  would  be  in  operation  before  the 
1967  summer  holidays,  to  enable  much  needed  sewer 
connections  to  be  made.

The  seasonal  demands  on  this  service  continued  to 
increase,  particular ly  during  the  holiday  season  and  as 
in  previous  years  it  became  necessary  to  divert  several 
employees  from  other  duties  to  supplement  the  regular 
team. 


Negotiations  to  use  a disused  quarry  for  future 
tipping  broke  down  and  it  was  decided  to  apply  for  a 
compulsory  purchase  order. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Following  the-  unfortunate  death  of  the  Council*  s 
rodent  operator,  it  was  eventually  decided  to  discontinue 
the  service  as  applied  to  business,  military  and  agricult- 
ural premises. 

However,  it  was  later  found  possible  to  negotiate 
successfully  with  a proprietary  firm  to  take  over  this  work 
and  every  occupier  previously  served  by  the  Council  was 
offered  an  alternative  contract.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  NUISANCES.

Last  year’s  major  public  health  hazard  of  the 
Freshwater  East  stream  contamination  was  abated  by  the 
successful  application  of  a subsoil  irrigation  drainage 
scheme  to  serve  the  Caravan  Site  of  East  Trewent. 
Throughout  the  holiday  season  samples  were  taken  of  the 
stream  water  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  met 
with  the  Public  Analyst’s  classification  of  CLEAN. 
However,  vigilance  over  this  stream  water  is  imperative 
in  order  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the  holiday  makers 
who  find  Freshwater  an  ever  increasing  attraction. 


CARAVAN  AND  TENT  SITES. 

The  control  of  holiday  caravan  and  tent  sites 
played  a vital  part  in  public  health  work  during  the 
holiday  season. 

We  were  reluctantly  obliged  to  institute  legal 
proceedings  against  some  Site  operators  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Caravan  Site  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  i960  and  Public  Health  Tenting  Bye-laws.  In  all, 
ten  summonses  were  laid  with  success  being  attained  in 
nine  cases.  This  legal  experiment  under  the  said 
legislation  proved  without  doubt  that  a camera  is  an 
essential  piece  of  equipment  in  caravan  surveys,  in  order 
to  produce  photographic  evidence  to  substantiate  facts 
given  in  the  witness  box. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year,  a number  of  private  water  supply 
samples  were  taken,  both  chemically  and  bacter iologically. 
Such  water  supplies  must  receive  periodic  checking  as  many 
supply  water  to  holidaying  visitors.  In  the  main,  the 
public  water  supply  was  sampled  regularly  by  the  personnel 
of  the  Pembrokeshire  Water  Board  and  generally  proved 
satisfactory.

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MILK  SUPPLIES. 


Sampling  of  untreated  milk  continued  for  the 
detection  of  Brucella  abortus  organisms. 

It  is  most  re-assuring  to  report  that  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  other  local 
authorities,  are  at  present  actively  engaged  in  pressing 
the  Central  Government  for  compulsory  eradication  of 
infected  bo vines  with  compensation  payments.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Progress  with  atmospheric  pollution  recordings 
wan  made  throughout  the  year.  However,  the  concentrations 
of  sulphur  dioxide  were  found  to  be  so  small  that  simple 
titration  methods  using  Sodium  borate  in  the  office  proves 
difficult.  An  approach  has  been  made  to  the  Central 
Electricity  Board’s  Scientific  Department  at  Cardiff,  to 
record  the  sulphur  concentration  using  their  special 
type  of  apparatus.
